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ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING.

The Report of the Auditors of the Treasurer’s accounts for 
the year 1908 was read, and is given on p. 234. 

The Annual Report of the Council was partly read; see 
pp. 231 to 323. 

The Address was delivered by the President, who gave an 
account of the grounds on which the Gold Medal had been awarded 
to Dr. Oskar Backlund for his researches on Encke’s Comet. The 
Medal was then handed to Dr. Backlund. 

Continuing his address, the President announced that the Jackson- 
Gwilt Gift and Bronze Medal had been awarded to Mr. P. J. 
Melotte for his discovery of the eighth satellite of Jupiter. The 
Medal and Gift were then handed to Mr. Melotte (see pp. 324 
to 332). 

The President then delivered a further Address, which is given 
on pp. 332 to 344. 

The following motion which had been recommended by the 
Council, and of which due notice had been given to the Fellows, 
was put to the Meeting and carried :— 

“That in the foot-note to Bye-Law 41 the word October be 
substituted for the word July .’ 7

“It is at the option of the Council, at their discretion, to insert 
or omit, year by year, the month of October in the list of 
Ordinary Meetings.”
